reported at the time, Mrs. Goodwill re- 
ceived $12,500 net, has sgain been 
brought to attention. 


She » a woman of 8G, and has just 


been made the defendant in a bill in 
equity, brought by her nieces, Mary E. 
Brooks of Now Haven aod Elizibelti A 
Laws of Dover, and her nephew, Nath- 
aniel Staples of Eliol. 


In their bill they allege that Benjamin 


Kennard died in September, 1897, leav- 
ing an estate of §100,000, which, had 
he died intestate, would have gone to 
the sister, Mrs. Goodwin, and to 12 
nephews and nieoca, representing two 
deceased brothers and two dec 
sister*. On Nov. "2, 1807, instruments 
purporting to ne tbia will and codicil 
were admitted to probate at Alfred, the 
sister and nephews and nieces being un- 
aware of this pioccdure until after the 
lapse of the time in which appeal was 
their right. 


In due time it was agreed upon be- 


tween tbe plaintiff* and the defendant 
in this bill in equity that thoy should 
petition the supreme judicial court for 
York county, sitting as the supreme 
court of probate, for leave to appeal 
from tba decree admitting the will to 
probtte; that they bhould exert them- 
selves to secure evidence, and that, if 
leave to appeal was 
granted, each 


bhould assist with money and other- 
wise, in bringing it to a successful ter- 
mination, In the event of a compromise 
of any appeal, all were equally to shurc 
th,e net proceeds. 


Mrs. Goodwin's petition was granted, 


and in its prosecution to the result the 
plaintiffs assisted, they claim, at the 
outlay of much time and expense. Mrs. 
Goodwin refuses to account to them, or 
to pay them each the fourth of her 
award which they claim as their due in 
justice and equity. 
They, therefore, 


pray for a decree compelling Mrs. Good- 
win to make discovery of the amount 
received in compromise of her appeul, 
to account for her payments in prose- 
cuting it, and to pay each of the plain- 
tiffs one fourth ol tbe net proceeds. 
The bill is brought in the supreme 
court for Eockingham county.

the American*. In part the proclama- 
tion Is believed to be the purport of 
UK letter which General Otis refused 
to- receive from General Alejandrino. 
Cede* were sent to all the foreign Con- 
suls In Manila, by whom he wishes, no 
donbt, to be recognized. The docu- 
ment In printed In Spanish and bears 
the seal of the Filipino Government. 
Following i* a translation of the 'prin- 
cipal pauares: 
"In accordance with the humanitar- 


ian principles followed by our Govern- 
ment and army, I make known to my 
beloved people that all those who havo 
no ofllclsl duties to discharge may, as 
far a» we are concerned, retire into 
private life to attend to their own busi- 
ness at their own homes, even in cases 
Where their towns are occupied by the 
enemy. I only ask them to observe 
•strict neutrality, and iu ca.ee the Im- 
perialist* attempt to enlist their aid 
•lth*r by threats or by other means, I 
leave It to the calm judgment of th* 
people to adopt whatever line of action 
Is best, because I am thoroughly satis- 
fled that they are all perfectly loyal. 


•*Our Government does not now re- 


quire any very large number of troops, 
but only sufficient to maintain a for<>e 
In the Held and perform other duties. 
YoO may. moreover, rest satisfied In 
the knowledge that our army, which in 
honored so much, will not cease its ef- 
forts as long as there arc any strang- 
ers in the land trying to enslave the 
Philippine people. The Philippine army 
would a thousand times rather die in 
defence of Justice than submit, and, In 
truth, what Is life worth without honor 
and In slavery? Beautiful it would be 
after more than three centuries with 
our ancient mother Spain, which gav<» 
til our civilization, to let ourselves fall 
under the domination of strangers who 
wish to force upon us new manners and 
sufferings, as, for example, their lan- 
guage; which we would have to be- 
come children again to learn. Keep in 
mind the saying:, "Aug Islt na dilat ay 
mantrap nantr mabulag." ("The fruits 
of civilization enter into the soul never 
to be displaced.") 
."Does the Invader say that we must 


be governed according to the laws tak- 
en over from Spain? I think 1 am not 
wrong: in believing that v,e know a 
little more about that than the newly 
arrived foreigners. A people that have 
known enough to recover their inde- 
pendence know enough to use it. 


-On the other hand, this war which 


we are waging against the imperialists 
is beneficial to us inasmuch as it en- 
lightens our people and brings out their 
best points, and the more lives we lose 
of our beloved brethren in arms the 
stronger becomes our feeling of patriot- 
ism and solidarity. 


"But we must not forget that hav- 


ing once become independent we must 
take care Jiot to promise more than 
we can perform, as did the Americans 
on their arrival here, saying they came 
to benefit and help the oppressed people 
to make them free and independent and 
to build up for us a government of 
our own with a distinctive national 
flag o? our own, a binding promise m 


' their own conscience and in the sight 
of all the great nations. 


"And I caH the civilized world to wit- 


Beat that the Philippine people ana 
army have not forgotten nor broken 
the alliance and friendship which they 
made with the representative of the 
United States that came here, namely, 
Admiral Dewey. through the medium 
of the American Consuls m Hong Kong 
and Singapore. And so suong is th.» 
heart of my peopje., animated b> that 
famous convention, that on seeing the 
Americans bad confidence in our pov, - 
er the people and army of the Phi.ip- 
pinea cried out with one voice to liber- 
ate'them immediately, saying. 


'I "We don't want and we won't have 


war against the United States. 
" 'The sons of that mighty nation are 


our friends and brothers. 
" 'We only defend our recovered inde- 


pendence against the Imperialists, and 
ask for recognition. 


•' "We, therefore, give back to the 


United States her sons that have fal- 
len Into our hands, because our broth- 
ers and friend* cannot be our pris- 
oner*/ 


"In face of this unanimous petition, 


wfiteh' agrees with my own feelings, 1 
set the prisoners at liberty, authoriz- 
ing the Secretary of "War to return 
them to General Otis. 


"In America there is a great party 


that Insists on the United States Gov- 
ernment recognizing Filipino independ- 
ence. 3fhey will compel their country 
to fulfill the promise* made to us in 
All solemnity and faith, although not 
put Into writing. For this reason we 
Must show our gratitude and maintain 
our position more resolutely than ever. 
We, therefore, pray to God on high that 
th* great Democratic party of the Uni- 
ted 8t»te* will win the next election, 
and t»at imperialism will fail in its 
Mai attempt* to subjugate us by force

the peculiar report of small bor* mus- 
ketry, ait eurvpi«t of the battle had 
begun. Men '*» h«W *nd there> but w* 
were-no longer a rapport, but In the 
fighting tine, and could see tbe brown 
fignnq* efJtbe Manchester* in our right 
sillioueuert against the sky line. They 
were struggling hard against a sheet of 
lead. ' Thff leading companies of the 
Gordon* were now-in the depression at 
the foot of the first kopje, and for a 
moment they had cover. It was not un- 
til the summit of the second hillock had 
been reached that the real and murder- 
ous effect of tbe enemy's fire was 
proved. For a time to show on the sky 
line was to be hit. Man after man with- 
ered iu -the attempt, but men pressed 
up, and-a dismounted troop of Imperial 
Light Horse was working along on the 
right of the Manchesters. 


Many •times- foiled in places, driven 


back, yet righting themselves, 
anfl 


steadily pushing forward, the troops on 
the summit pushed on. The first kopje 
was already a shambles. Men had fal- 
len fast, but the weight of number* 
carried our troops on. 
It had ceased to be a general's bat- 


tle; everything depended on company, 
arid even on section, commanders, and 
gallantly the officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers did thc-ir work. If the 
men wavered and stuck under cover, 
tho officers sacrificed themselves to fur- 
nish an example. The fighting on the 
ridge summit was of this description; 
it Is impossible to give it in detail. 


The enemy stood to their positions 


with a grim persistency which was 
magnificent, and their stand at the last 
kopje above their camp and laager wa-» 
one of the finest pieces of fighting re- 
corded in modern wars. In spite of the 
united attack of the storming regi- 
ments, training their guns at 
point 


range and discharging the magazine1*, 
thpy checked the advance for half an 
hour 


It was now 6 o'clock There was only 


hrttf an hour's more light, and shat- 
tefed battalions were lying around the 
kopje wh«jr<\ the Dutch were making 
thjHi' final stand. 


©ur buttles rang out the advance, anrt 


otjfter buglers took up the call. Fixed 
bayonets gleamed amid the boulder* 
through the fading1 light, and the men 
sprang up to the well known notes - 
sprang up to fall like rabbits.

It may be said the Filipinos can- 
not help themselves. Admitted. 
That 


does not help the nations claiming su- 
perior civilisation yet employing in war 
a bullet a wound from which mean* 
death. 


The Manila correspondent of Leslie's 


Weekly gives an Instructive account of 
hospital experiences in treating wounds 
made by Manser bullets. He says: "To 
the small-caliber bullet of the insur- 
gents' Mauser tho wounded boys owe 
their lives and a continuance of their 
usually friendly association with gool 
arms and legs. In the bony structure 
of the body the Mauser bores a clean 
little hole, rarely fracturing a limb; In 
the skull it takes a center shot to 
kill. 1 know of at least a dozen men 
shot through the brain with Mauser* 


AFTER THE BATTLE. 


British and Boers Juin in Caring for 


'the Wounded. 


As the fighting aid not finish until 


after nightfall, it was necessary for the 
men to bivduac on the field This they 
did cheerfully, and in an orderly man- 
ner, despite a soaking downfall and the 
chilling cold, iToni the moment ot the 
"Cease firing," both British and Boeis 
frateinized in the caie cf the wound- 
ed. The stretchers \veie found to be 
missing in the confusion necessaiily 
consequent on an attack against mod- 
ern weapons, and great labor was ex- 
perienced in moving the wounded men 
from among and behind the rocks and 
down the slippery hillsides. But every 
one worked loyally, and the staff in 
Ladysmith labored so effectively that, 
though the fiist doolies, or native 
stretchers, onl> arrhed at midnight, 
snecia! trains were ieady throughout 
the,night to convey the wounded to the 
hospita1 and with the first stroke of 
dawn sufficient doolies were waiting 
to convey eveiy man. 


Tbe Red Cross workers attached to 


the Boer force were also ready, and it 
was pleasant to see the mutual good 
feeling. The British soldiers treated 
the Boer wounded as solicitously as 
their own, and round one of the few 
camp, fires which were lighted I saw 
all the nest places occupied by the en- 
emy's wounded prisoners. Armed Boers 
even appeared 
with the object of 


searching for their wounded. They 
ivere allowed to pass freely about the 
hill, and save no sign of any desire to 
abuse the privilege. They talked free- 
ly and good-hurnoredly with our sol- 
diers, and then, having fulfilled their 
mission, disappeared in the darkness — 
London Mail.

Every 
one operated on for resection of wound- 
ed Intestines died, and the operation is 
now entirely abandoned.

LEADER* IN WAR. WHO WEKI 


NOT TALKIM. 


Ther* was Orsnt, Let anil Jsckson 


Who Were •phJnxes—And Dwvty 
Also Does Not Shins as a Talker- 
Glances at'English History. 
Sir Redvers Buller 1* no talker. This 


point Is dwelt upon In all character 
sketches of the man who has been sent 
by England to crush the Boers. How- 
ever he may loosen lil* tongue in socle- 
ty. he becomes a sphinx when there la 
campaigning in hand. 


Come to think of it. the same obser- 


vation is true of most great Generals. 
War does not go hand in hand with 
loquacity. Deep thought on scientific 
slaughter translates itself into action 
rather than words. 
To begin at home, take Grant. There 


was a silent man for you1. The young- 
est officer of his staff was welcome to 
have more to say In the councils than 
he. Grant would listen. Grunt would 
reflect. When the right moment arrived 
Grant would apt. But Grant would not 
talk. 


On the other side, Lee and Jackson 


conformed to the same rule. As com- 
manders they were taciturn. So in th« 
Revolution was Greene. 
And for all 


these American Generals the great 
Washington stood as an exemplar of 
silence in action. 


So, too, Gen. Buller presents the spec- 


tacle of a silent man in arms against 
men of silence. The Boer commanders 
are sparing of words In camp Joubert 
and Cronje preserve the austere still- 
ness of Quakers. 


Apply this test of silence to two re- 


cent conquerors on land and sea, the 
idols respectively of England 
and 


America. Kitchener and Dewey both 
shine as illustrious types of the word- 
less warrior. To each of them public 
speech is a painful ordeal—next door 
to a total Impossibility. In the face of 
great emergencies each expresses his 
will In a few words of icy clearness. 
And each achieves that which inspires 
the talkative man to throw his hat in 
the air and yell. There was little In 
common between their respective tasks. 
Kitcheners 
demanded 
doggedness, 


Dewey's called for dash. 
With the 


English General it was a question of 
vast preliminary organization covering 
many months; of many more months 
spent in a tedious advance in the face 
of difficulties, finally of a well-planned 
battle. 


With the American Admiral it was 


a question of sailing at midnight into 
a bay where devastation lurked be- 
neath the ripples and of destroying the 
enemy aflei dawn. But In the achieve- 
ment of hours, as in the achievement 
of months, It was the silent man that 
made history. 


If Napoleon had talked more when 


on duty the world would know less of 
the clever things he said when there 
was no campaigning to occupy his 
mind. 


Wlty as he was In the Tullleiles and 


discursive in captivity, his lips wore 
cK^ped with iron vhnn ho presided at 
a military council 
All his other facul- 


ties were alive, as becomes a General. 
He saw everything, heard everything: 
but of words he was a miser. When 
it was necessary to speak his phrases 
•were as brief as they could be made. 
In half a dozen words he could make 
clear more than another man could ex- 
press in a hundred. And to such an ex- 
tent did he carrv this icserve that ha 
disliked even to have his features stud- 
ied, lest the words he did not utter 
might be read there This fear led him 
to adopt th'e manoeuvre of first boi - 
rowing and then pocketing the scrutin- 
izing officer's snuff-box, after which 
the offender's anxiety for the return of 
his property superseded all curlosltj 
about the commander's facial expres- 
sion 
This amusing precaution was th«j 


result of an exaggerated fear, for Na- 
poleon's face was trained In the art 
of concealment as thoroughly as that 
of a seasoned poker plaj er 


Not less chary of speech was tho 


Emperor's conqueror, the Duke of Wel- 
lington. Whether as statesman or sol- 
dier, he was A man of few words; but 
it Is especially noticeable that during 
that part of his career when he was 
building a great military leputation he 
was notPd for taciturnity. His staff 
officers in the Peninsular 
campaign 


sometimes felt humiliated at being tak- 
en so little into his confidence 


To go further back in English his- 


tory, the great Marlborough, who 
scourged the French, was just as spai- 
ing of words during business hours us 
he was free with them in the course of 
a scolding match with his wife. Ani 
the contrast 
points a moral: 
For 


whereas the great Duke may be re- 
corded as a domestic failure, he was 
pre-eminently a military success, inas- 
much as he won everj battle he ever 
fought and captured every city he ever 
besieged 


Of modern strategists the greatest 


was Von Moltke, and with him silence 
was almost a religion. If he could ex- 
press his will with a gesture he pre- 
ferred not to open his lips at all. Thus, 
when he was dining he would point to 
the dish he desired, and his attendant 
learned to keep an eye alert for his 
master's hand rather than an ear open 
for the great man's voice. The Gen- 
eral was In bed when news came that 
the French had declared war. An aide- 
de-camp awoke him with the Intelli- 
gence, upon which Von Moltke's Sole 
comment before going to sleep again 
was: 


"Second pigeon hole on the right, first 
tier." 


There the amazed aide found a bun- 


dle of papers containing mobilization 
plans and an outline of the campaign 
with the French. 


But it Is possible to trace the great 


soldier as a silent man far back into 
antiquity. Hannibal, for example, one 
>f the greatest military commanders o! 
ill time, was conspicuously taciturn in 
its council*. So w. as Julius Caesar. Sc, 
were Charlemagne. WIHIam the Con- 
lueror. Bolivar, Tamerlane, Prince Eu- 
tene and Prince Rupert.

A > ear la- 
ter he became Surveyor in Chief of the 
province of Hokkaido, and not long 
afterward ho was appointed engineer, 
with tho rauk of Colonel, in the Jap- 
anese army and went through 
the 


Formosa conipnigrn. His great abilities 
won him decorations aud other hon- 
ors. He married the daughter of John 
A. Rlnirham, at that lime American 
Minister to .Japan, and was looked up- 
on as one of tho moat distinguished 
inon in the empire.

known men made an attempt Wedties- 
da> morning to rob the Deep Klver 
Me.vlna* Bank, and one of them was 
•hot dead by the watchman. 


The attempt was made at a quarter 


after one o'clock, when Harry D. T>- 
ler, the watchman, saw four men ap- 
proaching the bank. Tyler, who w*s 
armed with a "riot gun," a nix-shot re- 
peater, using buck shot, laid low and 
awaited their approach. The quartette 
cam** to one of the side window* and 
bt-eun work. 


When the head and shoulders of one 


of the robbers showed full against the 
lighted squate of the window, and Ty- 
ler caught the glint of a pistol in his 
liund, he threw up his gun and fired, 
blowing the buiglar's head half off. 


At the shot the other three took to 


their heels and made their escape. In 
the excitement of the moment TyUr 
made no attempt to stop them. 


Th« shot roused some of those living 


in the nelghboihood, but In the surprise 
of so unusual an occurrence, no at- 
tempt was made to catch the fugitives. 
On examination the man Tyler had 
shot was found to be about thirty-five 
years old, v/ith dark hair and mus- 
tache. He wore a black derby hat and 
black clothes. Clutched in one hand 
was th<» revolver that Tyler had got a 
gllmi'&e of.

dow open. Nothing was found on the 
dt-ad man to give the slightest clew to 
his identity.

CAN EMPLOY A BOYCOTT. 


An Indiana Judge Declares Organized 


Labor Has This Right. 


Crown Point, ind , Dec. 14 —Judge 


Cillelt has decided that a non-union 
wotkman, discharged at the behest of 
the union, has no redress in law. The 
Judge holds that the union has a legal 
right to demand the dismissal of any 
man not a member of the union. 


The i-ase was that of Walton vs. 


Lake Lodge, No. 2, Amalgamated As- 
oociation of Iron and Steel Worker* 
Walton was discharged by the Inland 
Forge and Iron Company, of Chicago, 
on demand of the union. No charge of 
Incompetency was preferred against 
hint, arid his sole offence was not be- 
ing a member of the union. He there- 
upon brought suit for $20,000 damages 
against the union. 


The Verdict Causes Surprise. 


Pateison, N. J, Dec 14.—The verdict 


of the coroner's Jury to the effect that 
the recent wreck on the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad, 
which caused the death of seven per- 
sons, was due to the negligence of G 
W. Cappell, conductor, and William S. 
Snedeker, flagman of the Buffalo ex- 
press, in not obeying the flagging rules 
of the company, causes surprise in this 
cltv. The lailroad company, in an of- 
ficial statement, blamed the engineer 
of the Phillipaburg local, John Rior- 
dan. The coroner's Jury did not men- 
tion him in its verdict. Prosecutor E2u- 
gene Kmley of Passaic County has not 
decided what action he will take in 
view of the verdict. There is a re- 
poit that the accused conductor and 
flagman will be taken into custody 
and required to furnish bail pending 
the action of the grand jury. 


Pingree Calls Special Session. 


Detroit, Dec. 14.—Gov. Pingree has 


sent out a call for an extra session of 
the legislature to convene Monday, 
Dec. 18, to "consider the submission of 
an amendment or amendments to the 
constitution which will permit the en- 
actment of laws which will provide for 
the equal taxation of all property by 
the assessment of the same at its cash 
value, and such other matters as shall 
be submittel by special messi^a." The 
call for the special session recites the 
passage of the Atkinson railway taxa- 
tion bill by the last legislature, and the 
fact that the state Supreme Court" last 
spring declared It unconstitutional. 
The message says that because of that 
decision a constitutional amendment is 
necessary "before laws can be enacted 
providing for equal taxation of all 
property." 


POLICE SPOILED THE GAME. 


Roper Declares He Was Doing 


Llgitlmate Business. 


Newark, N. J-, Dec. li.—The Govern- 


ment has Issued a ""fraud order" 
against all mail addressed to Osmer W. 
Ropei, the get-rich-qulc1c syndicate 
man under arrest here, and Post Of- 
fice Inspector Snow has pounced upon 
the Four Per Cent. Loan Company in 
No. 18'j Market street and taken pos- 
session of all its books and papais. 
Itoper claims to have sold this concern 
to Joseph D. Uogers and George San- 
toro of Paterson, but the Inspector 
doubts if this IB the case. Rogers and 
Santoro have not been in evidence since 
Ropei's arrest. 


Nobody yet has offered to put up the 


$5,000 necessary for the prisoner's re- 
lease, and he is still in the County 
Jail. 


"1 was arrested," he said, "because 


I was in trouble before, not because I 
was breaking the law. 1 \\as tiylng 
to do a straight business, within the 
law, 
but was prevented from doing it. 


It was pretty hard to have to shut 
down just when we were getting on 
our business feet. 


"We will show In court how little 


evidence there is against us. I am not 
looking for sympathy, but I state it as 
a fact, and can prove it, that when we 
shut down the Realty Company was In 
a condition to meet all obligations. 


"There is talk of a receiver. This 


might prove disastrous for our busi- 
ness, as a receiver, being unfamiliar 
with our methods, could not carry out 
well what we have started. 


"As to our making $100 000 In a year 


or two years, that's all nonsense. Any 
business man knows that it t^kes .1 
year to get a new investment concern 
started. I say honestly all the money 
wo received in Newark went in one 
bank." 


Frank E. Bradner. counsel for Roper, 


told Commissioner Whitehead the au- 
thorities had acted without justifica- 
tion in seizing Roper's books and pa- 
pers, but the Commissioner differed. 
Thp examination has been postponed 
and no definite date is set. 


Roper admits his company has real 


estate in Essex. Henderson and Pas- 
aalc Counties. 
The authorities are 


making every effort to discover the 
amount of his assets.

sign rc-ads, "Dr. Margaret C. Roberts." 
Her name appears similarly in the city 
directories. The witness said also that 
the general reputation of the status of 
Roberts and Mrs. Maggie C. Bhipp- 
Roberls was that they maintained the 
relations of husband and wife.

On going to the tele- 
phone and calling up the house, a 
man's voice answered. 


"Who is this*" Captain Parsons ask- 


ed over the telephone. 


"B. H. Roberts," was the reply. 
On cross-examination Roberts asked: 
"Dr. you know B. H. Roberts' voice?" 
"I do not." 
Mr. Roberts said he would later ask 


to have this testimony stricken out as 
irrelevant and not on personal knowl- 
edge. 


The Rev. Dr. Iliff, a Methodist mis- 


sionary of TTtah, testified that the gen- 
eral reputation as to the status of Celia 
Dibble Roberts was that she was the 
plural wife of Brlgham H. Roberts. 
Dr. Iliff referred to an article by Rob- 
erts defending polygamy. 


Debate on Currency Bill. 


Washington, Dec. 14.—The debate on 


the cuirency bill was continued In the 
House of Representatives, Mr. Bell of 
Colorado being the first speaker. He 
opposed the bill, and argued against 
its banking- features. 


Mr. Brundige (Ark.) opposed the bill 


also. Mr. Wheeler (Ky.) said he de- 
sired to acquit the Republicans in 
his district of the charge of a change 
of front. "There the battle was waged 
squarely," he added, "by the bi-metal- 
lists on the one side and the gold mo- 
nometalists upon the other, and the bi- 
metallistg piled up a majority of 15,000. 


Mr. Fowler (N. J.), who was a mem- 


ber of the banking and currency com- 
mittee of the last congress, said he 
would vote for the bill, because of the 
gold declaration in the first fourteen 
lines notwithstanding what followed. 


Mr. Lacey (la.), in supporting the 


bill, said he was surprised to hoar the 
gentleman from Missouri, Mr. De Ar- 
mond, state that the Republican vic- 
tory in 1896 was Won by the purchase 
of Democratic votes. 


"Does the gentleman contend that 


McKlnley could have-won without the 
recalcitrant gold Democrats?" inter- 
posed Mr. Berry (Ky.). 


"We won perhaps with the aid of 


those whom the gentleman denomin- 
ates reoalcritrant Democrats," replied 
Mr. Lacey, "but they were not bought 
or scared. No more honorable body of 
men ever stood up to be counted than 
the gold Democrats of ISM." 


Proceeding, Mr. Lacey said that the 


Democratic gains In the present House 
came from New England, New York,

River—Boers Claim a Great Victory 
—A Two-Days' Battle and'the Re- 
sult—Methuen's Report and That of 
the Boers From Pretoria. 


London, Dec. 14.—Two days of the> 


fiercest fighting of Methuen's advance 
to Kimberley ended in the Boers check- 
in? the British advance just beyond 
the Modder River with a rltte fire so 
hot that the British troops melted 
away before its deadly haiK 
-The Ions 


to Methuen's men is cabled1 as ''very: 
heavy." No list has yet been sent, but 
the description of the furious battle 
makes it certain that the casualties 
will be the heaviest in any of -Methu- 
en's three prior battles, which cost his 
aimy more than 1,000 men in dead, 
v. ounded and missing. 


The long contest began early Sun- 


day morning, when the British artil- 
lery, aided by the guns of the Naval 
Biigade 
\\Ith their 
lyddite 
shells, 


opcneu a furious cannonading on the 
Boer position at Magersfontein. 
AH 


<la/ long the ram of shells was poured 
In an incessant stream upon the 
trej.ches. The Boers replied with spirit 
and the attilleiy duel raged hour after 
hour, the troops being held in leash 
ready for a charge the instant the ar- 
tllleiy could be silenced. 
No chance 


was given for a rush Monday, and 
Tuefcday the battle o£ the giants was 
promptly resumed. During the morning 
the Boer lire slackened by degrees, and 
at noon General Methuen ordered the 
chaige. Up the hills uent the men With 
a rubh, covered by the fire of every gun 
in the British batteries. 
But all this 


terrible shelling had not driven ttie 
Boeis fiom their position. Undismayed 
by the havoc wrought by the shells, 
and even forgetting their dread of the 
bursting lyddite, they clung to their 
ticnches doggedly. 
As the British 


troops swung up the hill, the protecting 
fire ceased and then opened up such a 
rifle as no men could -withstand. From 
tit-nches m front and on each flank an 
unseen foe pouted in a murderous fire. 
Men diopped on ever} side. The line 
wavered a moment, then, spurred on 
by the officers, it dashed forward again 
vulh unflinching spirit. 


Human biavery, however, fsould not 


stand under such a fusillade. Again 
the line halted. The ground was sprjn- 
kled with dead and dying.,Fiom,,tUe 
trenches on the hillside came the in- 
cessant hail of lead. This fime the ad- 
vance was checked for good. 
The 


troops broke and fled, leaving the Boers

THE GIGANTIC FIGURES 


Capitalization of 88,000,000,000 BaMd 


en the UM of Their P«wer—*oma 
Will 0«t Kioh and Other* •• 
ed—The Railway* Art in the Lead.

In the twenty-four year* which have 


elapsed since the modern development 
or electricity Investment in it has been 
swollen to the almost fabulous sum of 
$3,000,040,000 In thin country, by the 
capitalisation of four or five branches 
of electrical Industries alone. There 
are various other branches, whose 
stocks, bonds, and obligations reach a 
total of «t least $250,000,009 more. In 
this list It not included the manufac- 
ture and operation of the automobile, 
the youngest application of electricity. 


These figures, telling the story of a 


growth unparalleled In history, from a 
financial standpoint, are given in a 
pamphlet 
written by T. Comerford 


Martin for private circulation. What 
IB even more astonishing Is that the 
aggregate earnings of the various de- 
partments of the industry are sufficient 
to pay dividends or interest of from 4 
to 5 per cent, aaU even more, on the 
whole maes of L<ecurlties. 


Mr. Martin is editor of a semi-tech- 


nical electrical paper. He draws most 
ot his material from official reports, 
and in the instances where these are 
not available makes estimates. 


In point of capitalization electric 


railways are by far the most import- 
ant branch of the industry. Electric 
railways are the growth of ten years. 
That it to Bay, in 1888 the electric mile- 
age in the Unite.d States was InBignlfl- 
Cttiit. In 1899 the proportion of street 
railway service which is not based on 
electricity is so small that Mr. Martin 
dismisses it as unworthy of notice. 


At the close of 1898 the capital lia- 


bilities of the street railways of the 
country were $1,621,820,000, a gain of 
nearly $150,000,000 In a single year. 
There were about 900 roads or systems. 
Of these 220 earned $130,000,000 In 1893. 
Estimates made by several authorities 
working from different bases placed the 
gross earnings of the roads outside of 
the 220 at $45,000.000, or $175,000,000 for 
the whole number. Jf the net were es- 
timated at around 40 per "cent, there 
was thus yielded a sum between $60,- 
000,000 and $70,000,000, or sufficient to 
pay from 4 to 5 per cent, on the whole 
capitalization. 


Electric lighting is next in Import- 


ance. There are upwards of 2,400 cen- 
tral station lighting companies operat- 
ed by corporations. They have a gross 
capitalization in stock of over $275,000.- 
000. 
With bonds, floating debt, and 


other obligations, the investments, Mr. 
Martin asserts, stand not less than 
$600,000,000. 


These plants Include a capacity of 


1,000,000 horse-power in engines an<J 
water wheels, to which are connected 
275,000 arc lights and over 10,000,000 in- 
candescent lamps. Here is a capital- 
ization of $600 to the horze-power of 
engines and generators in the station 
and all other appurtenances. 
To the 


capitalization of the quasi-public com- 
'panles Mr. Martin adds $400.000.000 for 
isolated and municipal plants. Taking 
arc lamps at $90 a year, lie estimated 
an increase of $22,750,000 is yielded, be- 
sides $36,000,000, as the proceeds from 
incandescent lamps, and $7,500,000 as 
being derived from the sale of power 
for driving machinery, or a total of 
$66,250,000. The costs charged against 
this he places at 60 per cent., leaving 
$26,500.000 as the net profits of the cen- 
tral station industry, or the equivalent 
of 4% per cent, on the face value of its 
capitalization of $600,000,000. No 
at- 


tempt Is made to give the earnings of 
municipal plants and those owned by 
private concerns. 


In the matter of earnings the tele- 


phone makes a dazzling exhibit. There 
.ire over 2,300 "Independent" companies 
in the country, but the Bell and its con- 
stituent companies are taken into prin- 
cipal account by Mr. Martin. The last 
Bell annual report gave 1,231,000,000 as 
the number of conversations exchanged 
In 18W5, and the cost at between 1 and 
9Vs cents. At 4 cents a message this 
would yield $49,240.000. The Bell long 
distance service last year amounted to 
J2.205.000. If the earnings of the Inde- 
pendent companies, which operate at 
a lower rate of charges, are placed at 
only (5,000,000, or $20 a telephone, and 
the entire total of earnings be figured 
at $50,000,000; or considerably less than 
the totals given, there is realized $20,- 
000.000 as applicable to dividends, af- 
ter deducting the high rate of 30 per 
cent for the cost of operation. The 
profit* are sufficient to pay 5 per cent, 
on a capitalization of $400,000,000, or 
double and more than that rate on the 
sum actually in rusted. 


Mr. Martin places the investment in 


telegraphy In this country at not less 
than $250,000,000, including that of the 
Western Union and the Postal com- 
mercial companies, and those of tbe 
hundreds of railroads operating their 
own systems. Nearly every large city 
has its own elaborate police telegraph 
system, and upwards of 750 cities and 
towns are equipped with fire alarm 
telegraphs. 


In the' manufacturing branch of the 


electrical 'industry, Mr. Martin states, 
fully $100.000.000 is actually Invested. 
Three concerns alone represent a cap- 
italisation of $50,000,000. In seven years 
It I* estimated that'concerns engaged 
in long distance power .transmission 
and In the manufacture and operation 
at electric mining appliances have la- 
med securities aggregating $100,000,000. 
There arc over 400 electro-plating es- 
tablishments in the country, with an 
invested capital of $80,000,000. Mr. Mar. 
tin says; a, number of. electrolytic 
plants, reprenetitlnv several millions, 
more are Invested in electrical bella, 
hotel annunciators, electro-therapeutic 
equipment, "Interior" telephones, ond 
an emr.'efl« variety of miscellaneous ap- 
pliances. Allowing flO.000,000 for these 
minor appliances and the electrolytic 
plants, Mr. Martin makes the total 
capitalisation ot the electrical Indus- 
try $3,ttO,M*,OM.

"I'll prove 
it to you in a minute. When you go 
borne to-night, you take a teaspoon 
und experiment with both kinds of su- 
gar. You'll see that with granulated su- 
gar you can pick up only as much as 
the bowl of th<> spoon will bold. But 
it's different with brown sugar. 
If 


you dig your spoon deep Into It, when 
you lift the spoon, you bring nearly 
throe spoonfuls of sugar along with it, 
as it pucks closely. That is what house- 
\v!vo«s call a 'heaping teaspoonful.' Now 
the average railroader Is used to put- 
ting three to four spoonfuls of sugar 
In his coffee and he never looks to see 
whether they are heaping ones or not. 
Therefore, the brown sugar Is the more 
expensive. I tried both ways, and I

Careful supenlsiou of 
t^i1 water supplies ot larp- cltie^ hub 
greatly reduced the uioitality fioiii ty- 
phoid-it has 
practically 
eradicated 


the disease iu Berlin, Vienna aud Mu- 
uh-h—but no way of liuiillug the rav- 
ages of pneumonia has yet beeu louud. 


How to avoid tlto disease is, then, u 


very serious <iuostiou. I'ueuiuouiu is 
without doubt usually duo to cohl, but 
pi rely, If ever, duo to cold alone. The 
cause of the disease Is a micro.soop.o 
plaut, one of the disease germs of 
which we hear so niucu nowadays. It 
wus first discovered nearly twenty 
years ago by Surgeou-Ourul Stein- 
berg, not in a oase of pneumonia, but 
hi the saliva of u healthy person. Nor 
ulal human >-uli\a when injected into 
the smaller auimals, as guinea pigs or 
ruhbllx, frequently causes death. 
It 


was while Investigating this subject 
that (ioneral Kteruberg fouud that the 
deadly element in the saliva oases iu 
the fatal cases was a miorococc-us. 


Further study, especially 
iu Ger- 


many, showed this microbe lo bo the 
c-an.se of piieumouht. 
Cold dooreusi-s 


our power of resistance by lowering 
the vitality, aud i-o the Invasion of tho 
microbe i.s permitted. 


Tho history of oaces of puouuiouia 


generally shows how important is this 
lowering of vitality iu the causation 
ol' tne dUenso. But. tt is not the cold 
alone that plays tho Important role 
Iu the development of pneumonia. Pa- 
tients usually tell oi havlug been over- 
tired at the time Oi thoir exposure to 
oold. They have bo; n overworked i'or 
some time, they have lost oue or more 
night's sleep, they tire laboring uuder 
severe emotion—si'"'', worry ami the 
like—or they have boou losing tie1-!! for 
fcome time. Often the distnrhauoe of 
normal health is but touipoinry. 
A 


meal is missed, owiu? to the press of 
business, several 
in 
succession 
are 


tiikeu hurriedly and incompletely, or 
there is soni" excess, alcoholic- or-oth- 
er. then comes the exposure to eoid 
and— pueuniouia. 


The secondary factors are really tho 


Important ones. 
1'neumonla 
is not 


prevalent iu count lies iu proportion 
to Ihe severity of thoir climates. It is 
much more common 
iu large cities 


than ill the country. 
Tho hurry ami 


bustle ot life, the never relaxing ten- 
sion of competition, the struggle for 
existeuoe, tempt Ihe inhabitants 
of 


pities to that neglect of the plainest 
rules of health which makes the ex- 
posure to oold serious. Nature has an 
ample provision of «-ousonative foive 
stored away to piok-ct us from the 
cold, but her economy is disturbed by 
neglect. 


There is another important circum- 


stance that account-; i'or the occur- 
reuce of pneumonia so frequently in 
cold weather and it^ constant iiurease 
in froqueiioy until the warm weather 
comes once more. It is the custom to 
think of microbes as always harmful. 
Nothing is further 
from 
the truth. 


The number of microbes of benefit to 
mankind is as louiou 
compared 
to 


those that do harm. 


In winter the microbes that hinder 


a too luxuriant growth of the germ 
of pneumonia in the mouth, do not 
flourish as well as iu warm weather. 
An 
important 
principle, then, 
in 


guarding against 
pneumonia 
is to 


weakuefu*. with a urououuoud teud«u-' 
cy to freer Hwcatim; than u«ual, ami 
a vague gfUMV of discomfort in UM» 
Inn* Into wblch tbe pneumonia is In- 
slcllou&ly steallue. 
If 
these symp- 


toms occur after exposure fp dry, se- 
vere cold, especially iu wludy weather 
aud at a time wh«i some disturbance 
of regular habits of life has occurred 
Just previously, theu prudeuce dictate* 
the utmost care uulll ussurauce Is ul>- 
talued that pueumouht is uot devel- 
oping. 


Unlike other infectious 
disease?, 


pneumonia, instead of protecting from, 
predisposes tbe patient to subsequent 
attacks. One out of four, at least, of 
patients who recover from pneumonia 
has the disease, agalu. They must be 
especially on their guard. Fatal cases 
of prieiimouiu among the middle aged 
occur particularly iu 
hard 
drinkers 


aud in those 
suffering 
from 
some 


ehrouic lung trouble, or whose heart 
or kidnc.vs are affected. If auy oue 
of the limbs of the tripod of health- 
heart, kidneys, luugs-is- out of order 
at the time of the attack rescue from 
a fatal ending will uot bo easy. For 
people thus affected avoidance- of dan- 
ger is the hope. They must not expose 
themselves to cold, especially not with 
empty stomachs, or when overtired or 
run do\\u for auy reasou. Puetimoiiia 
c-au be avoided more easily than cured.
